Considerations on the removal and disposal 
of dead horses"—Avlhcli furnishes us with 
some curious facts: 


It appears that there arc in Paris a num-

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CHURCH ACCIDENT. 


From a letter in the Palmyra Adver- 


tiser we select some further particulars 
of the recent accident at Rochester.— 
"We had a dreadful scene last night at 
Mr. Penny's Church. Mr. Finney was 
to preach there, and the house was 
crammed lite rally full. 
While Mr. Pen- 


ny was making ihe prayer before com- 
mencing the exercises, a piece of tim- 
ber over head gave way and fell upon 
the plastering and knocked it off, ma- 
king a noise like sudden bursting of 
thunder. 
In an instant the whole con- 


gregaiion rose, and here the scene beg- 
gai's all description. A general scream- 
ing and rushing towards the door fol- 
lowed, and hundreds were trampled 
down. 
Those sitting near the window 


below, siove them through and went 
out; ihrce men jumped, through exces- 
sive frigbi, from the galleries ijuo the 
body 01 the church—and one man very 
much injured another below, by jump- 
ing on him. 
There were none killed— 


but a great many hurl.—One half of 
Jhe females had either lost iheir shoes, 
-sb;»wJs, combs, bonnets, necklaces or 
hdndki-rcbjVfs—am] swh an anxiety as

LATE AND IMPORTANT FROM 


ROPR 


By the Packet ship Pacific, Capt. Crocker, 


the editors ofthe New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser have received London papers of the 
'JGth of September, and Liverpool ofthe 17th, 
the day the packet .sailed. 


The contents of these papers possess a high 


degree of importance. The condition of the 
Netherlands, the disaflectiou spreading in 
Germany, and the troubles evidently brewing 
in Spain, exhibit a state of feeling among the 
people, which must make royulty'trcmbre. c- 
vcu upon the iron throne of the" Muscovite. 
In England, the most striking event is the 
melancholy and awful sudden death of Mr. 
JJrsKi.sso.s, the great commercial member of 
Parliament tor Liverpool. This distinguish- 
ed statesman expired on the evening of the 
15th. in consequence of wounds tbuf duv re- 
ceived by being run over by one of the Liver- 
pool and Manchester railway carriages.— 
Our readers are aware that groat prepara- 
tions had been made for the opening of the 
great railway between Liverpool and .Man- 
chester, which is now near enough comple- 
tion for all purposes of commerce and travel- 
ling. 
The 15th day of September was the 


day appointed for the ceremony, and the 
Duke of \Vellhig_ton, Prince Esterhazy, and a 
great number ofthe most distinguished men 
ofthe Kingdom, had assembled at Liverpool 
by invitation, to be present on the occasion. 
The ceremony was conducted with great 
splendor, and was witnessed by an immense 
multitude. The carriages prepared for the 
procession were twenty-eight in number, and 
were capable of accommodating eight hun- 
dred persons. 
At seventeen mites from Liv- 


erpool the engines were stopped to take in & 
fresh supply of fuel, and during the delay se- 
veral gentlemen descended from the ca'rria- 
ges. with the purpose of walking on the road 
and examining its construction. 
Among the 


number was Mr. liuskiason. He was return- 
ing to the carriage, and had approached that 
part where Mrs. J ] uslds&on was sitting, when 
catching the eye of the Duke of Weltinufon, 
a recognition ibllowed, and Mr. IluskT&son 
advanced to take the other's hand. 
While 


in the act of shaking hands, herald sounds an- 
nounced the approach of the Rocket engine 
on the opposite rail. 
A cry of danger was in- 


stantly raised, and Prince Esterhazy was 
helped into the carnage. Mr. Huskisson re- 
mained outside, and several voices exclaim- 
ed, 'come in,' -take care, Mr. Huskisson.'— 
The unfortunate gentleman became flurried, 
and rapidly caught hold ofthe door: but un- 
happily in endeavoring to ascend, he missed 
his footing, and tailing to the ground, part of 
his person extended on the other rail. This 
Rocket coining up at the instant went over his 
leg and thigh, and fractured them in a most 
dreadful manner. 
The whole was the work 


of a moment. An instant previous he was in 
the full possession of health and spirits: he 
now lay bleeding and mangled before his 
friends. 
To pourtray the scene that followed 


would be impossible. 
Medical gentlemen 


immediately flew to his assistance, and he 
was conveyed to a neighboring house, where 
even attention was bestowed. 
But the 


wounds he had received were of such a char- 
acter as to allow no hope of his recovery, and 
he expired the same evening about nine o'- 
clock. 
A great dinner was to have succeed- 


ed the railway jaunt, and it had been confi- 
dently anticipated that their meeting at that 
festival might be the means of effecting a to- 
tal and cordial reconciliation between the 
Duke of Wellington and Mr. Huskisson.— 
In the death of this distinguished individual, 
England has lost an intelligent, honest, and 
intrepid s-tate&man, and the cause of free 
trade an able, consistent, intelligent and in- 
defatigable advocate."

upon, and ten or twelve killed, and thirty or 
forty wounded. A bout one hundred prison- 
ers, principally young men, have been taken 
by the Government, and thrown into confine- 
ment. 
A proclamation for the enforcement 


of strong measures, had been issued by the 
Government. 
We have a letter from Bre- 


men, of the 10th Sept. which brings accounts 
of disturbances having taken place at Hesse 
Cassel. Th5 Hessian troops are in motion.— 
The Elector is still at Carlshad. 


Upsetting of the Duke of Brunswick.— 


The people who have so long been misruled 
by the half crazy cock-sparrow Duke of 
Brunswick, have risen upon their Sovereign, 
and he has been compelled to fly from his do- 
minions. "There is nothing in" this to aston- 
ish us, says the London Courier, for the con- 
duct ofthe Duke had for some time been such 
as none but the most patient people on earth 
could have endured. The revolt has, howe- 
ver, been attended with some excesses which 
appear to have been completely wanton; but 
it is thus in all countries where there is no 
medium authority between the Sovereign and 
tiie people, when the latter rendered "despe- 
rate by oppression. ce;ise to acknowledge a 
ruler to whom they had long and patiently 
submitted/'

GREAT CALAMITY IN IRELAND. 


A calamity of the most afflicting 


character, has lately vibited the neigh- 
borhood of Enniskillen. 
The country 


in that quarter has been deluged for 
miles in every direction, and the grain 
and hay literally swept off. 
Houses 


have been carried away with the flood, 
and many of the inhabitants have per- 
ished. 
The destruction is beyond the 


power of description, on the banks of 
Scilly's river, and the shores of Lough 
Erne. 
The potatoes, and the soil in 


which they grew, have been swept a- 
way, of which there remains not a ves- 
tige. 
In the neighborhood of Tempo, 


and the vicinity of Garrison, the dama- 
ges are beyond calculation. 
A church 


yard wall was prostrated, and the con- 
tents of the graves carried away. 
The 


poor, whose principal hopes rested up- 
on the potatoe crops, are reduced to 
starvation, and are in many cases, with- 
out a shelter. 


Great distress prevails in the county 


Mayo, particularly along the Atlantic 
coast. 
Fifteen thousand of the inhabi- 


tants are reported to be in a state of 
starvation. 
The parish priest of Kil- 


more, the Rev. Mr. Lyons, had arrived 
in Liverpool lo solicit aid. 


The Rev. Dennis Collens, Secretary 


of the Kantuck relief society, slates, in 
a circular praying relief: 
"Remarka- 


ble as are the annals of famine and dis- 
tress in this unhappy country, never 
did I see the sad visitations of Provi- 
lence appear in more appalling forms 
ban at present. 
Instances of frightful 


nisery have come to the knowledge of

BANK ROBBERY. 


The Merchants' Bank in Newport,

point of mineral wealth: but strange as il may 
appear, it is no less true, that the principal 
part of the information upon which this opin- 
ion is founded, is derived from fortuitous oc- 
currences. Nearly all we know of our im- 
mense resources in iron, anthracite, bitumi- 
nous coal, salt, lime, copper, lead. &c. lias been 
obtained, comparatively .spcakinnf. without a- 
ny exertion on our beha.lt! Of what other 
treasures are hidden in the bowels of the 
earth, or what, precious minerals our farmers 
are daily stumbling over in ignorance upon 
its surface, we know about as much as we do 
of what is happening in the moon. In the 
mean time the tide of migration is yearly rol- 
ling over the thousands and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of valuable lands un- 
settled in Pennsylvania, to flow upon and fer- 
tilize countries much less favorable than ours 
in these respects. A Geological survey would 
expose these immense resources to broad day 
liff/it, and would have a tendency, more than 
any other circumstance, to arrest this unnat- 
ural current of migration, and thus not only 
enrich our farmers, and other landholders, but 
replenish the public coffers and enable the 
Legislature to proceed vigorously in the 
grand system of Internal Improvement in 
which the state has engaged. It might be 
added that by directing" the public mind to 
objects of great state interest, it would prob- 
ably be weaned from the present trifling- ca- 
bals that are creating too much agitation" and 
confiision. Knowing that there are abundance 
of materials within the Commonwealth for 
this, or any other great undertaking-, it is 
respectfully suggested, that the names of in- 
dividuals in each county, who are willing- 
strenuously to embark in il be collected, and 
that measures be immediately taken ro call a 
public meeting at some centra) point, to draft 
a constitution and elect officers for a Geolo- 
gical Society of Pennsylvania.
